Reservation Survey will be 
Followed by Report. 


Dr. Samuel A, Eliot Tells of 
Plans for Aborigines.

Great Forbear was Known es 
“Apostle to Red Men.” 


Dr. Samuel A. Eliot, one of ten 
members of the United States In- 
dian Commission, arrived in Los An- 
geles yesterday, en route to River- 
side, to meet with the other com- 
missioners to outline a report and 
offer suggestions for the future of 
the American Indian. 

/ Six members of the commission 
made the transcontinental trip, each 
taking a different route so that all 
of the reservations, schools and In- 
dian communities might be visited. 
Next Saturday the six commission- 
ers will meet in Riverside and put 
their findings into the form of a re- 
port, according to Dr. Eliot, suggest- 
ing changes and recommending bet- 
ter sanitary measures for the schools 
and home, They will also suggest 
various economic improvements. 
Dr. Eliot took the southern route, 
visiting the various Indian reserva- 
tions in Arizona, looking over con- 
ditions and making inquiries from 
the Indians as to their future re- 
quirements. The commission has no 
power to act, but its recommenda- 
tions, made to the Secretary of the 
Interior, always carry weight. 
Dr. Eliot preached for Rev. E. 
Stanton Hodgin at the First Unita- 
rian Church in Long Beach last 
night. He is the son of Dr. Charies 
W. Eliot, former president of Har- 
vard University, and is himself pres- 
ident of the American Unitarian As- 
sociation, the administrative organ- 
ization of the Unitarian body, with 
headquarters tn Boston. 

Dr., Eliot is no stranger to the 
Pacifié Coast and the West, Wishing 
to try his mettle ere he was un- 
known and unheralded, he started 
for the Pacific Northwest immediate- 
ly after graduating from the Harvard 
Givinity school in 1889. Landing in 
Seattle, where there was no liberal 
church at that time, he founded the

“This protective instinct is also 
present in the human mind, and 
when properly directed is a great 
source of prosperity both to the 
dividual and the nation. In order 
for man to store up and lay by, 
gain advancement either in honor 


or material things, it is 
that he take some forethought of 


The moment that this fear becomes 
abnormal or exaggerated it over 
stimulates this protective instinct, 
and to no good pure because it 
eaulte in worry. This worry con 
tinues long after the necessity for 
the normal stimulus of fear has 
passed, with the result that there 
is an impairment in mental power 
and a dissipation of the nervous 
forces. In other words, the mental 
engine has been ‘running idle,’ and 
at the same time delivering no pro- 
pulsive power. In fact, worry is an 
abnormal state. 

“Not all worry is preventable, but 
for the most part it can be avoided. 
Most of our fears are never realized, 
and, as a rule, if we meet our 
troubles day by day as they come 
without worrying about them before 
they arrive or fretting over them 
after they have passed, we will find 
that we have the strength to rise 
above them Worry undermines the 
health to a certain extent. It really 
weakens the mental forces by tir 
ing them ovt by doing nothing. Usu- 
ally the relief from worry rests 
with the victim of this unhappy 
habit himself, but sometimes the 
real causes are not the ones which 
seem to explain the condition, and 
we must go deep into our lives or 
have the assistance of those who 
are skilled in unraveling mental 


processes.

appreciation. Both in his own mu- 
and his remarks he makes his 
understanding of the Indian propa- 
ganda thoroughly apparent. 

Not a little of the interest the au- 
dience quite strongly manifested in 
the programme is a tribute to this 
and to the novelty of hearing a full- 
blooded Creek Indian sing the lays 
founded on aboriginal melodies. 
This is quite as unique in its way as 
to hear and see Tamaki Miura in- 
terpret the Japanese heroine in one 
her operas, except that Miura’s 
material from a musical standpoint 
is farther away from home, than 
that supplied by Tsianina, the In- 
dian singer, by Cadman and other 
idealizers of Indian themes. 

In her native costume and with 
her head circled with beads, Tsi- 
anina makes picturesque figure. 
She gives her “songs with gestures, 
and some of her poses bring before 
your eyes the realities of a picture 
by a Remington. In respect to these 
gestures she has advanced consider- 
ably in the past two years. They 
have lost the marionette stiltedness, 
and have a spontaneity which prom- 
ises much for her future success. Her 
voice lacked pitch perfection, but 
one must admire the richness it pos- 
sesses. Her singing of the “Blanket 
Son.” “In the Forest’ and “Her 
Shadow,” based on native tunes, that 
came in the middle of the pro- 
sTamme, seemed to have that strong 
and bracing flavor of the
